During her study 
she was awarded many honors such as the Rackham Grant and 
Dean’s Grant from the University of Michigan, the Graduate 
Scholarship from the University of Cincinnati and the 
Presidential Honor from Yonsei University. 


Since graduation she has taught at Indiana University-Purdue 
University in Indianapolis and currently serves as Associate 
Organist and Choirmaster at Saint Michael and All Angels 
Church in Dallas, one of the largest Episcopal churches in the 
United States. 


She is the First Prize Winner of the Fort Wayne National Organ

The Cathedral of St. Paul will present a series of three Friday 
afternoon organ concerts in July at an unusual time: 5-6 pm. 
These “Escape the Rush!” concerts are scheduled to appeal to 
downtown or Cathedral Hill workers, devotees of the Cathedral 
Hill area restaurants, lovers of organ music, frustrated rush hour 
drivers, and anyone who would enjoy listening to an hour of 
organ music in the late afternoon at the serene and awe- 
inspiring setting that is the Cathedral of St. Paul, followed by 
the temptation of the many wonderful restaurants in the 
Cathedral Hill and downtown St. Paul area. 


The series of three concerts will be performed by resident 
Cathedral organists Marilyn and James Biery. Friday, July 11 
James will perform, Friday, July 18 Marilyn will perform, and 
Friday, July 25 the Bierys will present a concert of duo organ 
music and music for two organs, with special guest James 
Hopkins, composer from Pasadena, California. 


The featured music on these concerts will include works by 
Minneapolis composer Libby Larsen, including her new solo 
organ work, On a Day of Bells. Marilyn premiered this piece 
for the TCAGO in October, 2002. Both Bierys will play music 
by St. Paul composer David Evan Thomas, including his ...Of 
Things Hoped For..., written for James Biery, and selections 
from his new set of chorale preludes on Welsh tunes. The third 





concert in the series will highlight two works by James 
Hopkins: Chantasy for two organs, and the world premiere of 
Psalm Variations for organ duet, dedicated to Marilyn and 
James Biery. 


James Biery was appointed Director of Music at the Cathedral 
of St. Paul in St. Paul, Minnesota in 1996. He has recorded the 
music of Marcel Dupré for AFKA and Naxos. A disc of 
Dupré’s Passion Symphony and Fifteen Pieces was recorded on 
the 137-rank Austin organ at the Cathedral of St. Joseph in 
Hartford, Connecticut. The Naxos recording is Volume I in a 
series comprising the complete organ works of Dupré. 


James has made a particular study of late 20" century advances 
in the rhythmic interpretation of Gregorian chant, especially the 
scholarship relating to the interpretation of 10" and 11° century 
St. Gaul and Metz neumes. The Cathedral Choir is one of only 
a few choirs in North America to regularly sing chant (the 
Introit and Communio each Sunday) according to these 
principles. 


An active composer of music for the church, James has over 
thirty organ and choral compositions in print. His publishers 
include MorningStar, Concordia, Augsburg-Fortress, GIA, Ore- 
gon Catholic Press, and, most recently, Boosey & Hawkes.

From 1989 to 1996, Mr. Biery was Director of Music at the 
Cathedral of St. Joseph in Hartford, Connecticut. A Pi Kappa 
Lambda graduate of the Northwestern University School of 
Music in Evanston, Illinois, his principal organ teachers were 
Grigg Fountain and Wolfgang Rübsam. Mr. Biery holds the 
Choirmaster and Fellowship Certificates of the American Guild 
of Organists, winning the Fellowship Prize in 1986. He was the 
second-prize winner of the National Open Competition in 
Organ Performance in Minneapolis, Minn. in 1980. 


Marilyn Biery has been Associate Director of Music at the 
Cathedral since 1996; she and James share the organ and 
conducting duties at the Cathedral. Marilyn specializes in 
Contemporary American Organ Music; a series of her articles 
on the subject has recently been running in The American 
Organist. Her latest article, on the music of James Hopkins, 
will appear in the June, 2003 issue. Marilyn is the editor of the 
new Concert Organ Music Series published by MorningStar 
Music Publishers. She is a frequent collaborator with numerous 
American composers, including Libby Larsen, David Evan 
Thomas, Stephen Paulus, Pamela Decker and James Hopkins. 


Marilyn holds Bachelor and Master of Music degrees in organ 
performance from Northwestern University, and the Doctor of 
Musical Arts Degree in organ from the University of 
Minnesota. She is the immediate past-Director of the National 
Young Artist Competition sponsored by the AGO. From 1986- 
1996 she was Director of Music Ministries at the First Church 
of Christ in Hartford, Connecticut. She holds the Associate 
Certificate from the AGO. In 1982 she was a finalist in the 
National Open Competition, sponsored by the AGO, in 
Washington, D.C. 


Marilyn’s compositions and texts are published by Alliance, 
Oregon Catholic Press, Augsburg Fortress, GIA Publications 
and MorningStar Music Publishers. Her most recent 
publication is a series of piano pieces for young students to play 
in worship, published by MorningStar.

MEET YOUR BOARD MEMBERS

Writing a biography for myself is always a somewhat dreaded 
task, as I have not only never studied out East or in Europe, I 
have never even traveled there. I have also never won any 
prestigious awards of general-public interest. I came into my 
work as a church musician as many of us do, by beginning to 
do the work as a young person, and then realizing much later 
that it was what God wanted me to do with my life. 


I began playing organ for church when I was 13. I was a 
volunteer, but when I look back I conclude that I should 





probably have been paying the church. I had no clue how to 
play the instrument, and registration and the pedals below my 
feet were a mystery. I entertained myself in the balcony by 
alternately wafting down pieces of paper to see whose head 
they would land on and eating sunflower seeds and drinking 
soda pop confiscated from home. It didn't occur to me that the 
priest could likely see everything I was up to. 


I studied piano through high school 
and was a performance major in 
college, though I disliked 
performance greatly. I felt like 50% 
of the audience were peers hoping I 
would unravel, and 49% were 
completely bored because they were 
forced to come. The remaining 1%, I 
guess, was my parents. When I 
graduated I did a variety of jobs, from 
processing checks in a bank to 
greenhouse work to finally owning 
my own business, a needlework shop 
in Detroit Lakes, Minnesota. All 
along I was involved in church 
music. I was flopped out on the couch one day after work, and 
my husband came home, and I announced, “I’ve discovered 
what I’m meant to do with my life! I was meant to be a church 
organist!” He replied, “No kidding,” and the rest, as they say, is 
history. I began studying with Dr. Kim Kasling, who has taught 
me everything I know about playing the organ.

I love being in church music, because I think the best place for 
the best music is in church. I love the opportunity to affect 
people’s worship weekly with what I've prepared, whether it’s a 
choir or organ piece, and I basically love hanging around 
churches, the bigger and creepier, the better. I stay grounded 
when things go wrong by remembering what Mother Theresa 
said. “We’re not called to be successful, we’re called to be 
faithful.” Repeat three times when your postlude completely 
unravels. 


One thing I become more convinced of as the years go by is my 
sense that the future of excellence in church music depends on 
our commitment to young people. It is easier and more 
enduring to show children how wonderful, fun and interesting 
quality music can be than it is to electro-shock an adult out of a 
life-long pop stupor. Take a risk! Sock some money into your 
youth programs and staff them with brilliant, creative directors. 
Our future depends on it. 


I feel uniquely honored to be a board member of the TCAGO. It 
is a privilege to be of whatever help I am capable of in this 
capacity. I firmly believe in the mission of the organization, and 
am so grateful it exists for we whose hearts are completely in 
church work.
